To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Henniker,  in  the 
County  of  Merrimack,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town's  Meeting 
•House  in  said  Henniker  on  Tuesday,  the  loth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  Subjects: 

ArticIvK  I.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for 
the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  ap- 
propriation of  the  same. 

3.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether 
the  alterations  and  amendments  of  the  constitution  proposed 
by  the  constitutional  convention  shall  be  approved. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  tow^n  will  raise  to  re- 
pair highways  and  bridges. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
schools  other  than  that  required  by  law. 

6.  To  see  how  money  the  town  will  raise  towards  pay- 
ing its  indebtedness. 

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  in  ad- 
dition to  that  required  by  law,  for  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Public  lyibrary. 

8.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  be  used  in  the  obvServance  of  Memorial  Day. 
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9-  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  be  used  in  the  observance  of  0,ld  Home  Week 

10.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  building  and  repairing  of  sidewalks. 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discount  all  taxes 
paid  on  or  before  June  ist  three  per  cent.;  all  taxes  paid 
on  or  before  August  ist  two  per  cent;  all  taxes  paid  on  or 
before  October  ist  one  per  cent. 

12.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to 
renewing  its  contract  with  the  Hillsborough  Electric  I^ight 
and  Power  Company,  which  expires  April  lo,  1903,  for  the 
purpose  of  lighting  its  streets  with  electricity,  and  to  make 
all  necessary  appropriations  therefore,  or  raise  money  for 
the  same. 

13.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  maintenance  of  its  fire  department. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  put  in  any  addition- 
al reservoirs  for  protections  against  fire,  raise  money  for  the 
same,  or  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  road 
machine,  raise  money  for  the  same  or  pass  any  vote  relative 
thereto. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  paint  the  town 
house  and  iron  bridge  near  Geo.  W.  S.  Dow's  mill  and  raise 
money  for  the  same. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  the  care  of 
the  town's  common  into  the  hands  of  the  Ladies'  Village 
Improvement  Society;  said  society  to  have  full  power  to 
cut  the  grass  whenever  needed,  and  to  make  other  improve- 
ments, as  they  see  fit,  the  society  bearing  all  the  expenses 
for  the  same. 

18.  To  vSee  what  nction  the  town  will  take  relative  to 
accepting  the  provisions  of  chapter  8  of  the  Public  Statutes 
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of  New  Hampshire,  as  amended  by  chapter  ii8  of  the  I^aws 
of  1895,  entitled,  an  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  8,  section 
21-26  of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  Free  Public  I^ibraries. 

19.  To  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
termine the  number  of  persons  who  shall  be  elected  as  a 
Board  of  L^ibrary  Trustees,  by  virtue  of  section  4  of  chapter 
118  of  the  Laws  of  1895,  entitled,  an  act  in  amendment  of 
chapter  8  section  21-26  of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Free  Public  Libraries, 
and  elect  the  same  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  section  5 
of  said  Act. 

20.  To  see  what  action  the  town  of  Hennik'er  will 
take  with  reference  to  the  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  •12th  and  13th  clauses  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
George  W.  Tucker,  late  of  Bradford,  deceased,  whereby  and 
by  virtue  of  which  he  makes  the  town  of  Henniker,  subject 
to  certain  conditions  and  restrictions,  his  residuary  legatee, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  library  building  and  creating 
a  library  therein,  and  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  said 
building  and  said  library  therein,  for  the  benefit  of  the  cit- 
izens of  said  Henniker,  the  same  to  be  known  as  "The 
Tucker  Free  Library,"  as  provided  for  by  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  12th  and  13th  clauses  of  the  said  last  will 
and  testament  of  the  said  George  W.  Tucker.

23.  To  see  what  action  the  town  of  Henniker  will 
take  with  reference  to  hereafter  holding  in  trust,  by  request 
or  otherwise,  funds  for  the  care  of  any  cemetery  in  said 
town  of  Henniker  or  any  private  lot  therein,  agreeably  to 


the  provisions  o£  chapter  40  section  i  of  the  Laws  of  1899. 

24.  To  see  what  action  the  town  of  Henniker  will 
take  with  reference  to  accepting  the  legacy  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  held  by  said  town  in  trust,  and  the  income 
thereof  to  be  used  and  expended  yearly  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  burial  lot  in  the  old  cemetery  near  the 
town  house,  in  said  Henniker,  which  belonged  to  George 
U.  Tucker,  late  of  Bradford,  N.  H.,  as  provided  for  in  the 
nth  clause  of  his  last  will  and  testament. 

25.  To  see  what  action  the  town  of  Henniker  will 
take  with  reference  to  accepting  the  legacy  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  held  by  said  town  in  trust,  and  the  income 
thereof  to  be  used  and  expended  yearly  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  burial  lot  in  the  cemeter}^  near  George 
H.  Dodge's,  in  said  Henniker,  which  belonged  to  George 
W.  Plummer,  late  of  Henniker,  N.  H. 

26.  To  see  what  action  the  town  of  Henniker  will 
take  with  reference  to  accepting  the  legacy  of  fifty  dollars, 
to  be  held  by  said  town  in  trust,  and  the  income  thereof  to 
be  used  and  expended  yearly  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  the  burial  lot  in  the  old  cemetery  near  the  town  hoUvSe,  in 
said  Henniker,  which  belonged  to  James  P.  Baker,  as  pro- 
vided for  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Charles  Bowman, 
late  of  Clinton,  Mass. 

27.  To  see  what  action  the  town  of  Henniker  will  take 
with  reference  to  accepting  from  Mrs.  Lucy  S.  Connor  of 
Sudbury,  Mass.,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  be  held 
by  said  town  in  trust,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  used 
and  expended  yearly,  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
burial  lot  in  the  cemetery  near  E.  P.  Goss'  place,  in  said 
Henniker,  which  belonged  to  A.  D.  T.  F.  Connor.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Notwithstanding  the  high  cost  of  fuel  for  the  present 
winter  and  the  unexpected  outlay  in  other  directions,  we 
have  maintained  the  usual  number  of  weeks  of  school  with- 
out using  but  little  more  than  the  appropriation  of  last 
March. 

We  have  been  able  to  do  this  because  of  more  liberal 
receipts  from  non-resident  pupils  than  we  had  reason  to  ex- 
pect, some  $24.00  having  been  realized  from  this  source  in 
the  fall  and  winter  terms. 

While  the  attendance  of  all  the  schools  may  approxi- 
mate the  average  of  past  years,  two  of  the  division  schools 
have  been  maintained  at  considerable  cost  and  little  profit 
when  we  consider  the  number  of  pupils  of  school  age  that 
ought  to  have  been  in  attendance  and  the  number  really 
present. 

West  Henniker  has  the  banner  record  for  punctuality 
for  the  two  terms  just  past.  One  hundred  per  cent,  as  the 
average  for  the  fall  and  ninety-eight  per  cent,  for  the  winter 
is  a  showing  seldom  made  by  any  school,  six  out  of  seven 
of  the  pupils  having  their  names  on  the  roll  of  honor  for 
both  terms. 

Three  of  the  teachers  at  the  central  school  building,  of 
long  and  successful  experience,  declined  a  re-election  and 
of  the  five  teachers  beginning  the  fall  term,  all  but  one 
were  strangers  to  Henniker  pupils. 

The  High  school  under  the  principalship  of  Prof. 
D.  W.  Record  of  I,eominster,  Mass.,  a  teacher  of  long  ex- 
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perience,  assisted  by  Miss  M.  B.  Baldwin  of  Fitchburg, 
Mass.,  and  Miss  F.  J.  Walker  of  Pembroke,  N.  H.,  is  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily  with  a  larger  number  of  pnpils 
than  ever  before. 

The  Grammar  School  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
M.  E.  Hirons  of  Wallingford,  Conn.,  was  progressing  finely 
when,  at  the  end  of  five  weeks,  the  teacher  was  obliged  on 
account  of  severe  illness  to  give  up  her  position,  and  Mrs. 
Nettie  M.  Felch,  one  of  our  former  well  known  and  success- 
ful teachers,  substituted  during  the  remainder  of  the  fall 
term. 

The  winter  term  began  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
Hirons  who  was  doing  excellent  work  when,  during  the 
seventh  week,  the  chairman  of  the  Board,  who  was  the 
sub-committee  for  that  school,  believed  he  had  reason  for 
criticising  the  method  of.  ventilation  pursued  by  Miss  H. 
This  was  done  by  a  letter  to  which  the  teacher  in  question 
took  exception  and  demanded  its  retraction,  giving  as  her 
ultimatum,  her  resignation  if  her  request  was  not  granted. 
As  the  said  letter  contained  nothing  but  facts  courteously 
stated,  the  member  of  the  Board  refused  to  retract  and  Miss 
Hirons  was  given  at  her  request,  an  informal  hearing  before 
the  full  Board.  The  said  Board  unanimously  refused  to 
accept  her  resignation,  believing  that  no  sufiicient  reason 
existed  for  her  leaving  the  school. 

But  Miss  Hirons  insisted  on  going  and  the  fact  that 
she  immediately  accepted  another  position  at  a  much  high- 
er salary  in  a  Massachusetts  city  may  be  a  partial  explana- 
tion of  her  peculiar  conduct. 

Mrs.  Felch  at  short  notice  again  took  up  the  work  and 
is  successfully  carrying  it  forward. 

This  explanation  is  given  to  set  at  rest  the  numerous 
rumors  and  misstatements  current  in  town  and  to  relieve 
our  Board  of  unjust  accusations.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town,  held  March  nth 
1902,  lyeander  W.  Cogswell  was  re-elected  a  trustee  of  the 
library  for  a  term  of  five  years.  During  the  past  year  the 
library  has  been  remembered  and  several  valuable  books 
given  by  Bdwin  I^awrence  of  Henniker,  Nathan  P.  San- 
born of  Marblehead,  and  Thomas  Lawson  of  Boston. 
Frank  P.  Dodge  of  Boston  and  Mrs.  Edward  Sargent  of 
West  Henniker  have  each  given  a  year's  subscription  to  a 
magazine. 

As  there  was  no  appropriation  made  by  the  town  for 
the  library,  the  number  of  books  obtained  by  purchase  was 
only  63  against  210  the  previous  year.  There  was  also  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  magazines  taken  and  the  libra- 
ry was  open  one  day  in  the  week  instead  pf  two.  The  cir- 
culation of  books  for  the  past  year  has  been  8018.  Quite  a 
number  of  books  have  been  rebound  and  the  number  of 
bound  books  is  now  2918.
